“As wchool resumes this fall,'’ the
bureau continued, *'20,000 children, or
maybe more, are still on part time and
thgre are no new structures to relieve
the situation.

““How much of this is n confession of
indifference and  inefficiency? The
responsibility, it is true, lies primarily
with the Board of Education. Yes, but
we shull have to go farther than the
Board of Hducation. We keep the pres-
ent school board; we allow their fnne-
tion; the blame is ours.”

Shallcross Defends Board

Tu the opinion of Thomas Shalleross,
chnirman of property committee of the
Board of Edueation; “‘any oue with
coinmon sense’’ would know that new
bulldings were out of the question dur-
ing the war, both bhecause of war condi-
tions affecting labor and building ma-
terinle, and because of insufficlent
funds in the school treasury,

““As soon as these conditions al-
tered,"” Mr. Bhalleross said, *‘provision
wi made for the erection of addition
and new school houses, The board Las
ordered plans drawn for two new build-
ings in the southwestern part of the
city, These will probably be statred
this fall and be rendy for occupaney
within eighteen months. Many tem-
porary structures are being taken over
for us this year,

Bonrd members believe the inereased
rate of school tax allowed by the Legis-
lature will provide money for new
buildings and they plan to make next
year most active in construction work,
